THE MAP. 



Explanations. — The map embraces the southwestern division 
of Jasper, and the northwestern division of Newton County, Mis- 
souri. The Western limits are formed by the Kansas and Missouri 
State Line, the others are within the two counties named, and 
separate the lead region from lands which have not yet been 
developed or prospected to warrant the assertion that they properly 
belong to this very lead region. 

All the colored tracts denote mines, diggings, or prospected 
mineral lands. Every section on the map occupies one inch.

THE LEAD REGION. 

The lead region, as illustrated by our map, extends from the 
Kansas and Missouri State Line, twenty-four miles east, embracing 
ranges 30, 31, 32. 33, and 34. From north to south, it commences 
at the north line of the south tier of sections in township twenty, 
nine, and extends to the south line of township twenty-five, with the 
addition of a few sections, forming the northern part of Mincrsville, 
and the southern part of Seneca. This territory consists of about 
one-half prairie and one-half timber, well watered, on the northeast 
corner, by the Spring River passing by Carthage ; on the wdiole 
northern division, by Centre and Turkey Creeks ; on the southeast 
and center, by Shoal Creek ; on the southwest corner by Lost Creek. 

We mention some of the prominent tributaries known to pass 
through mineral lands : 

TRIBUTARIES. 

Of Centre Creek. — -Jenkins and Grove Creeks. 

Of Turkey Creek. — The Joplin Creek, with its branch, Lone 
Elm. 

Between Turkey and Shoal Creek is the Short Creek, crossing 
the State Line and emptying into the Spring River, in Kansas. 
Much prospecting is done on this creek, mostly beyond the State 
Line, but of late, also, considerably on this side. 

Of Shoal Creek. — Hickory Creek, entering the Shoal north of

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Neosho ; Grant's and Carver Creek, rising on the Diamond Grove 
Prairie, like Jenkins and Grove Creek, and entering Shoal Creek 
about fourteen miles southeast of Joplin. Cedar Creek rises on 
Spurgeon Prairie at the Conley Mines, and empties into Shoal 
Creek, about half a mile above Carver Creek, on the opposite shore. 

Cochran's Creek rises in the center of this territory, in the 
woods west of Diamond Prairie, and empties into Shoal Creek, 
about four miles below the mouth of Carver Creek. 

The Buchanan Creek rises in the Narrows between Diamond 
Grove Prairie and Joplin Prairie, and empties into Shoal Creek, 
about two miles southwest of Thurman. 

Numerous other creeks, of small dimensions, enter Shoal Creek 
at both sides, northwest of the above mentioned. 

On the Western frontier, two creeks, Rock and Five Mile Creek, 
unite just across the line and pass into Kansas. Two miles south 
of Rock, the Warren Creek also passes into Kansas. Lost Creeks, 
Big and Little, rise on Spurgeon Prairie, near the head of Cedar 
Creek, and empty into Spring River, in the Indian Territory.

RAILROADS. 

The Atlantic and Pacific Railroad enters this region three and 
one-fourth miles east of Granby, and crosses the whole southern 
part, leaving it at Seneca, on the line of the Indian Territory. 

The Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern Railroad, which will 
connect, within a few months, the Atlantic and Pacific and the 
Gulf Roads, is now almost completed from Peirce City, where 
it forms the junction with the Atlantic and Pacific to Columbus, 
Kan. It enters this region in township twenty-eight, about seven 
miles southeast of Carthage, crosses the northern division and the 
Spring River above the mouth of Centre Creek, having left the 
State line about one mile west of Smithfield. 

CONDITION AND CHARACTERISTICS OF MINES. 

Granby and Minersville, the old mining places of the region,

favorite of fortune, the most rapidly developing lead mine of 
Missouri — is just now in her infancy. 

Though all the journals of the Southwest, outside of the Territory, 
(ay, some nearer,) cry daily (ask pardon, they are only weaklies), 
"The Joplin mines are petering out!" her production of lead has 
so enormously increased that the statistical reports of actual ship- 
ments have surprised all that care to know something .of the 
resources of the State. 

The deposits of zinc blende (Granby has the silicate) are also 
rich, though miners paid, until lately, little attention to the mining 
of this ore. 

And not only this — the richness of her lead and zinc deposits — but 
also another feature : the immense mineral wealth of the neighbor- 
hood, controlled by Joplin companies and called The Joplin 
Territory, will and must make a grand place of Joplin. 

Our indomitable miners, headed by the pioneer companies, have 
been and are prospecting for miles around at an expense of about 
$20,000 for the last year, and have been in most instances successful.

The crisis put a temporary stop to the prospecting business, but 
the old spirit is up again, and makes new discoveries and develop 
ments. 



GRANBY. 

The Granby M. & S. Co. control in and around Granby, in the 
southeast quarter of our map, nearly 3,500 acres. The company 
now operate upon section six, township twenty-five, range thirty. 
Formerly they worked upon all their land, in sections, three miles 
south, but have now concentrated upon this one, the reputation of 
which as an old, well sounded, paving mine, is firmly established. 
Millions of dollars worth of lead ore and of silicate of zinc have 
been mined here, and yet but a tithe of the deposits has been brought 
to the surface. The mining of zinc is more generally and success- 
fully operated here than in any other place of the Southwest. The 
zinc furnaces in Carondelet are largely supplied by the Granby 
mines. There is in fact no other place in the Southwest where the 
deposits of silicate have been found in such abundance. Indications 
of similar deposits elsewhere are not lacking, but no developments 
have been made to establish this as a fact. 

The Missouri Zinc Company and Martindale & Eddy (at present 
the Martindale Zinc Co.), of St. Louis, had here their own dig- 
gings until the spring of the current year, but the Granby Company 
have since taken entire control of all the premises, and make the 
mining of zinc ores one of the best features of their operations in 
Granby. Their production of lead ore is also rapidly on the increase, 
and will probably soon reach the figures of old. 

As a reminiscence of the old glory of Granby mining, let us add 
an item : " Holman, Gotzel & Ainsworth, Haskes & Hersey, at one 
time owned two lots, with two shafts, from which they took out in 
eighteen months 3,500,000 lbs. of mineral, then valued at $21, and 
realized $73,500."

Mining 
operations in Granby are less troubled by water than in Joplin, 
where pumps, horse or steam power, are imperatively required. 
Minersville, however, has the better of both in this respect. (See 
special report on Minersville.)

MINERSVILLE, 

The second branch of the Granby Mining and Smelting Company, 
is located on the Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern Railroad, in 
Jasper County- The company own, here and in the vicinity, seven 
hundred and sixty acres, of which they have added a small division 
to the site of the village of Minersville. The Diggings form three 
■distinct divisions : 

A. — The West forty-acre tract, which contains a mineral deposit 
in oval form — that is, only on the brim of the circle. Within said 
circle all prospecting has 'been in vain, though the company and 
miners have spent much time and money in their endeavors to 
discover further deposits. 

B. — The East forty-acre tract, which contains the ore nearly 
everywhere in irregular and different veins in the rock. 

C. — The Furnace tract, which is drained by the steam pump of 
the furnace, the most effective in this lead region. This tract has 
been developed of late into one of the best mines of the region. It 
is also much prospected on the brow of the hill, the slope of which 
contains the diggings of the Furnace tract. 

There are some furnaces in the place, but they are not in use now. 
The ore of the company is sent to the smelting works at Granby. 
We have frequently been told that new furnaces will be erected.

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Mining operations meet here with various success in various 
places, as above stated. There is little trouble with water. Good 
deposits are frequently struck at very shallow depth, and pay hand- 
somely. The average returns are good, and new miners arrive 
daily. Good deposits at shallow depth, and no water, are great 
inducements. The biggest strike was made in the first part of 
August, by a Swede named Kronwell. Many shafts have been 
worked at greater depth for years, and seem as yet inexhaustible. 
Col. Young is superintendent of this division of the Granby Mines.

The Moon Range derives its name from a miner. It forms the 
western boundary of the plateau of an elevation upon which is 
built a large portion of East Joplin. The range is sixty-five rods 
long, and from forty-five to sixty-five feet high. Its only slope, 
towards the Joplin Creek, is very steep except at the wings of the 
range. The foot of that slope is called the lower Moon range. A 
number of shafts have been operated all along and even beyond the 
latter for a distance of eighty rods. 

The average depth of digging in the Moon Range is sixty feet, 
though one shaft has reached the depth of one hundred feet. This 
is the very shaft from which the large chunk of nearly four thou- 
sand pounds weight was taken in the month of May last. A great 
many drifts, all running from north to south, with crossings only 
from one drift to another, running parallel, connect all the shafts ot 
the range. The air passes through them, and but for the caving in 
of some drifts near the northern wing, one might walk from one end 
of the range to the other under ground. The whole range yielded 
nearly live million pounds of mineral. Developments were 
rather scarce last spring, but the perseverance of our miners struck 
new prospects, which are brighter than ever, and the old Moon 
Range yields still large quantities of ore. This Range belongs to 
the Joplin Mining and Smelting Company, but is worked by 
Mofiet & Sergeant on a lease. 



THE JOPLIN VALLEY. 



This is the chief mining district, in the northern part and north of 
the town. It commences at the Lower Moon Range, embraces both 
banks of the Joplin Creek, and covers one hundred and thirty-six

acres. Towards East Joplin, as now laid out, is a small hollow, 
formed by a shallow tributary, or mostly dry water branch of the 
Joplin Creek, which cuts through a portion of the town. Mr. Bau- 
m? an drew the attention of miners to this branch in his May Report, 
and a series of shafts and drifts have now developed large deposits 
of mineral at extremely shallow depth. Paying mineral has fre- 
quently been struck as shallow as four to five feet below the surface. 

Not far from Joplin Creek, and almost adjoining the main dig- 
gings, which continue to run south of the Lower Moon Range, 
commence the diggings, which expand in the second valley behind 
the furnaces. The large valley narrows and widens at different 
places, the average width being about a quarter of a mile. 

Mining lias been carried on here, and still continues to such an ex- 
tent, partly on the slopes of the hills on the east, partly near the 
creek ; that though other companies control more territory, the 
owners and miners of this valley, the Joplin Mining and Smelting 
Company remain in the foremost rank of our enterprising miners. 

The mineral in the Joplin Valley is found in abundance from a 
very shallow depth down to fifty and sixty feet on nearly all lots. 

The mining on the slopes of, and on the hills, themselves, on the 
east is more difficult, and miners have to sink deep shafts, but sev- 
eral late strikes have proved the existence of rich deposits.

On a division of the Joplin Valley, consisting of forty acres, 
owned by the North Joplin Mining Co., and which produced much 
mineral, the diamond drill has been operated, but not successfully, 
as the ground, at seventy-five feet below the surface, proved too much 
for the diamonds. The bottom of that shaft consisted of flint or 
chert. 

The Bray (forty acres) tract, lately developed into a paying mine, 
forms the southern end of the lands of the Joplin Mining and Smelt- 
ing Company. They are properly a continuation of the Moon 
Range.

These consist of 120 acres, adjoining the Moon Range and em- 
bracing the hollow between East and West Joplin. They include 
the well-known Ball & Norton Range, a broken line of diggings 
old and new, which have yielded and are now producing much 
mineral. This range extends as far as the foot of the Swindle Hill, 
and has, besides lead, also large deposits of zinc blende. The rock 
which divides the second run from the upper or the float mineral is 
very thick and requires much labor, but the miners are generallv 
handsomely rewarded. 



THE SWINDLE DIGGINGS 



Are located on a hill on Porter's land, between two arms of the 
Joplin Creek, fronting the hollow between Joplin and Murphysburg 
or West Joplin. 

The main diggings commence at the foot of the slope on the 
northwest side, and continue all along the west side in a straight line 
of 400 feet, gradually ascending the slope towards the south. Mr. 
Swindle began work here on the 10th of March, 1S71, and lost about 
$c;oo before he made wages, which was in November of the same 
year. Too much water was the main cause of his failure at the 
start. Since a steam pump effected a thorough drainage, the yield 
of mineral never failed. All the drifts run from northwest to south- 
east, following the course of the Joplin Creek. Mr. Swindle made 
a fortune. He was paid, conforming to the average receipts for 
mineral delivered to Davis & Murphy. $10,000 a month for a long 
time. 

All the mineral raised on the Poller lands is delivered to the 
Jasper Mining and Smelting Company (Davis & Murphy).

The tract known as the Pitcher land consists of 220 acres on the 
extreme south of the mines of Joplin proper. In the rear of 
Swindle Hill (it might be called the continuation or back of that 
same hill), is a division of the Pitcher land, where energetic pros- 
pecting for the Swindle run of mineral is being done by the Jasper 
Lead and Mining Company, of Hannibal. East and south of 
Swindle Hill, Powers, Hutton & Harlan held a prior mining lease 
on a few acres of the same land. 

About twenty-three acres (of this Pitcher land), crossing the sec- 
tion line and bounded on the east by the main branch of the Joplin 
Creek, forming part of, and situated in, the centre of the whole 
tract, are mined by Moffet & Sergeant, who have a prior claim on 
it. The operations in this part are pushed with great energy and 
success. 

Down the slope of the hill, on the east, the private mining firm 
of Murphy, Workizer & Temple own some valuable claims, which 
produce enormous amounts of mineral from relatively very shallow 
digging. Southeast of the above is the Powers claim of about seven 
acres, which is very promising, and is being energetically worked by 
the company. 

Farther up Joplin Creek, Moffet & .Sergeant control one eighty- 
acre tract; Picher Bros., of Carthage, another eighty acres just 
beyond, east of Moffet & Sergeant. Some prospecting has been 
done on both, and indications are favorable. 

This prospecting will be extended farther up to the source of the 
creek, on a large tract of 1006 acres, belonging to O. S. Pitcher and 
the Granby Company. 



THE PAXTON LANDS. 

The Paxton Lands of four forty-acre tracts, running from east to 
west, are controlled by Davis Murphy. The extreme east forty

form the northern part of West Joplin. The whole tract is bounded 
on the north by the Lone Elm Divisions. It is prairie land and con- 
sidered good mineral ground, some developments and a few good 
strikes having been made on different points of the four forties. 

This Paxton land holds the continuation of the Ball and Norton 
Range of the Porter land, which same run is continued hy the 
Granby and Philadelphia Companies' lands in Lone Elm. 



THE BYERS &. MURPHY DIGGINGS, 

About a mile west from town, and south of the Paxton lands, are 
on one hundred and twenty acres of land, held by Byers & 
Murphy, which have been and are being prospected with great 
energy, and at still larger expense. Mr. Lloyd, one of the late 
partners in the mining firm, recently sold his interest in the diggings 
to Pat. Murphy. Mineral is found in nearly all shafts, but the flow 
of water is so powerful that a first-class steam pump has great diffi- 
culty in mastering it. These diggings are known in Joplin as the 
'• Fairmount Water-works." 



LONE ELM. 

Lone Elm forms the northwestern division of Joplin City, and 
the mineral lands constituting it belong to the Granby Company, the 
Lone Elm Company, (also called the Philadelphia Company,) and 
to Davis & Murphy. Lone Elm is a large hollow, which derives 
its name from an elm tree standing perfectly isolated at the opening 
of the valley. The prairie land between West Joplin and and Lone 
Elm is regarded as a part of that division, and belongs to the 
Granby Mining and Smelting Company. This Granby tract ad- 
joins the Paxton lands. The center of the Lone Elm hollow belongs 
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also to the Granby Company ; but one tract of ninety-three acres, 
between these two divisions of the Granby Company, are the prop- 
erty of the Lone Elm, or Philadelphia Mining Company. The rear 
of the hollow, bounded by Turkey Creek, is controlled by Davis & 
Murphy. 

The diggings in Lone Elm have, within the last six months, 
developed into good paying mines, producing nearly seventy-five 
thousand pounds a week. 

From the McCrum shaft on the Paxton lands, then to the Har- 
rington diggings on the same ground, then to several shafts of the 
Granb}' and the Lone Elm Company, a certain run or mineral lode 
has been struck, which demonstrated the direct connection with the 
deposits on the Joplin Creek. 

The village occupied by miners and stores, is located on the 
Granby land in the center of the hollow. 



LEADVILLE. 



A miners' camp on Turkey Creek bears this name, but it is more 
generally applied to the diggings in the place itself and the imme- 
diate vicinity. It is about one and three-quarters of a mile from 
Joplin town. The Granby Company and Davis & Murphy own the 
whole of Leadville, and the mining operations are under their con- 
trol. The lead deposits are rather deep, and miners have to contend 
with thick layers of rock ere they get across to paying lead. Once 
through the rock, the mining operations yield handsome returns. 

The most prominent part and at the same time the oldest digging 
grounds for miles around is the Horseshoe, thus named from the 
shape of an elevation in the woods east of the Leadville settlement. 
Mineral was first struck there on the right wing of the horseshoe, 
the vein running to the centre, ten feet thick, of solid block. Shafts 
were sunk all along the brow of the hill, following the form of a 
shoe, but the track was subsequently lost in both wings, the veins 
passing under enormous boulders of flint and slate. An experienced 
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miner has been put at work by Davis & Murphy to sink after that 
deposit in the centre of the shoe. This new shaft is now nearly 
ninety feet deep, but the lode has not yet been reached. 

South of Leadville the same firm have a prospecting party on the 
prairie. Some mineral has been followed over seventy feet down, 
but no vein or deposit has been struck as yet. It is extremely diffi- 
cult to find the mineral lodes on the open prairie. The ravines, dry 
water creeks, and the banks of creeks offer better opportunity for 
prospecting for the lead deposits of the Southwest. 



THE STEVENS MINES— THE GREATER AND LATEST 
DEVELOPMENT. 



These diggings are about four miles west of Joplin. They are 
owned hy Davis & Murphy and Moffet & Sergeant, who possess 
there large tracts of mineral land. Moffet & Sergeant, who control 
there 280 acres, have their main diggings in two forty-acre tracts 
west of Davis 8; Murphy, in sections thirty-six and twenty-five, 
township twenty- eight, range thirty-four. They have built there a 
furnace, which is now in operation and located about one hundred 
and fifty yards north of the slope from the prairie to the Turkey 
Creek woods. Where the woods commence, the slope narrows to 
a ravine with a dry-water creek. The diggings are on both sides of 
it and in it, the main diggings about half a mile north of the furnace. 

Ere I proceed, let me draw attention to a peculiar feature. All 
along from Leadville to some distance beyond the Stevens mines, 
a distance of nearly three miles, a series of ravines — the continua- 
tion of slopes from the prairie — lead down in an almost northern 
direction to Turkey Creek This feature attracted the eye of expe- 
rienced miners, and the enterprise of Moffet & Sergeant and Davis & 
Murphy caused energetic and expensive prospecting on the part of 
said companies and individual miners. 

The prospecting of Moffet & Sergeant was rewarded by the 
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development of a large number of shallow deposits wherever a 
shaft was sunk. The water proved, however, too strong. The 
firm will drain the ground by a series of pumps, with both steam 
and horse-power. 

Another division of their diggings is south of the furnace, and 
gives also fair promise. 

Davis & Murphy's diggings are also divided into two branches — 
the prairie-slope and the dry-branch diggings. The latter are partly 
drained by a steam pump, which stands on the Walkinshaw claim 
(of three acres). This claim is now operated by several miners 
with great success. Several shafts on these lots contain the largest 
deposits of mineral ever known in Missouri. The lodes form, prop- 
erly speaking, one great chamber, which have been found to extend 
all through the main part of the ground on that division. The 
chamber in the Neeley shaft consisted of about one-third of broken 
Hint and clay, one-third of cement and blackjack, and fully one-third 
of block mineral. There is no richer development of lead in 
Missouri. 

The other division, on the slope of the prairie towards the above 
described ravine leading to Turkey Creek, is prospected with more 
or less success The latest accounts state that the miners have suc- 
ceeded in meeting the same run of mineral found in the ravine, but 
at a greater depth, the average depth of the shafts in the latter being 
from thirty to fort\' feet only. 

Parties wishing to inspect these diggings should first go to Lone 
Elm, thence to Leadville, turn to the praire on the left, and throw 
one sheep's eye on the mineral lands of the prairie, and another on 
the series of ravines leading due north down to Turkey Creek. 
They will have seen some of the richest mineral lands of the Joplin 
Territory, which only need development. 



THE TAYLOR DIGGINGS, 

Three miles east of Joplin, owned by John H. Taylor & Co., have 
developed good prospects in the last few months. Good mineral 
has been found in several shafts. Mr. Taylor is a member and 
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officer of the Joplin Mining and Smelting Company. This division 
embraces three hundred and twenty acres. 



THE OLD DUFF DIGGINGS, 

Near the Taylor Diggings, are now controlled by Moffet & Ser- 
geant. Good prospects of lead, and an inferior quality of silicate. 
But little work was done here last year. 



THE THURMAN MINES. 



The Thurman Mines are situated four and a half miles southeast 
of Joplin, on the Neosho road, and belong to the Thurman Mining 
and Smelting Company and J. H. McCoy & Co. The main dig- 
gings, near the old Thurman lot, are about one-quarter of a mile 
north of the furnace and the village of Thurman. 

The old Thurman has yielded and is still yielding considerable 
mineral from clay openings. They are now sinking, and have good 
indications of a first-class prospect. Several other parties work on 
the same ground on the slope of a hill ; others are developing a 
large field adjoining the former. On the road from the above division 
and the village a series of shallow diggings pay wages in some, and 
present good prospects in others. 

The company are sinking two large shafts an extraordinary depth, 
with the intention of getting at the lower formation. The work is 
exceedingly hard and expensive, and the company deserve credit for 
their enterprise. 

The furnace is at the head of Buchanan Spring, a tributary of 
Shoal Creek, from which it is about two miles distant. The furnace 
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can produce about one car-load of lead in eight days. The Joplin 
and Neosho hacks pass twice a day, the Joplin, Cornwall and 
Neosho hack once. 

The Thurman mines are within the mineral range, running from 
Joplin in a first southern, then both southeastern and southwestern 
direction, and will prove of the same importance as manv other 
mines when thoroughly prospected. 

The McCoy Diggings are near the old Thurman shafts, and yielded 
considerable mineral. Work has been recommenced there very 
recently with good success, 



THE MINES AND DIGGINGS OF S. B. CORN, OF JOPLIN. 

One of the most enterprising prospectors of mineral lands is Mr. S. 
B. Corn. Within eight months he has been prospecting south of Jop- 
lin, as far as Neosho, and within a few miles of Granby, with a large 
number of men, varying from fifty to one hundred. Most of them, 
if not all, worked at the expense of Mr. Corn, who has, however, 
now succeeded in developing parts of these diggings into good 
prospects. The larger part of these mineral lands is situated south 
of Joplin, around the main springs of Cedar and Lost Creek, south 
of Shoal Creek, and three to five miles north of Dayton, a station on 
the Atlantic and Pacific R. R. The most prominent of these 
diggings are the 

(a) CORNWALL MIXES. 

Named after the Cornwall Mines in England. Some call it the 
Corn-Wahl Mine, after Mr. Corn, who mines the mineral, and after 
Mr. Wahl, of St. Louis, who sells the lead. These mines embrace 
the following old points known as the Sandstone, Corn, Potter's 
Clay, Cotton Hill, and College Diggings, extending over seven hun- 
dred and twenty acres. Twenty shafts were working here during 
the war and vielded considerable mineral. Good mineral is found 
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at very shallow depth nearly everywhere. Several parties are now 
sinking for the second deposit. Some handsomely paying shafts are 
located around the steam-pump shaft. All the mineral raised is 
sent to Mr. Corn's furnaces in Joplin. The firm of Corn & Thomp- 
son has been dissolved, and Mr. Corn became the sole proprietor of 
the furnaces of that firm. 

(6) THE MUNDIC DIGGINGS. 

These are about one mile from the Moseley and one and one-half 
miles from the Conley Mines. One shaft has been sunk sixty-five 
feet by farmers, assisted by Mr. Corn. Some sulphuret of iron has 
been found, but no mundic. Another shaft contains yellow ochre 
of a very fine quality. 

(c) THE DRY BONE DIGGINGS. 

They are twelve miles southeast of Joplin, three miles south of 
Grove Creek, or Scotland, on the Diamond Grove Prairie. Some 
shallow diggings have developed silicate of zinc and carbonate of 
lead. No estimation of prospects can be made as yet. 

{d) THE COCHRAN & JOHNSON DIGGINGS, 

Three miles southeast of Joplin are yielding mineral and will prob- 
ably be developed into paying mines at an early date. There is a 
good prospect of silicate of zinc. Mr. Corn is also prospecting on 
sundry other divisions, and owns some more valuable mineral lands 
near Grove Creek, and other places. 



THE GROVE CREEK MINES. 

In the spring of 1873, Messrs. Davis, Murphy and Work- 
izer organized the Grove Creek Mining and Smelting Company, 
commenced energetic mining operations, and have now succeeded 
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in making these mines comparatively the best of the Joplin terri- 
tory. A prosperous village has been created, situated on a hill be- 
tween Diamond Grove Prairie and the woods of Grove Creek, eight 
miles east of Joplin. Two air furnaces are now constantly operated, 
and the supply of ore is still steadily increasing. The weekly pro- 
duction averages from twenty-five to fifty thousand tons, with a 
gradual gain. The able Superintendent, Mr. Theodore Davis, may 
well be proud of his efficient management. Success is undoubtedly 
the best sign of efficiency. The same must be said of the miners, 
who are chiefly farmers of the vicinity, from the prairie and the bot- 
tom lands. The mines consist of two divisions, the Grove Creek 
and the Burch Diggings. The first are in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the village, and the latter are about one mile west of it. 
The mineral is found here in very shallow depth, and but few shafts 
have as yet been sunk down to the second run, which has paid hand- 
somely wherever it was struck. The Burch Diggings have yielded, 
and are yielding, large returns from clay openings. Silicate of zinc 
is also found in these diggings, besides some blende. We augur an 
immense and rapid development of this place. 



THE CONLEY OR CEDAR CREEK MINES, 



Are fourteen miles from Joplin, and belong to a company which 
think of joining their interests with a new enterprise, to-wit, the 
establishment of zinc furnaces at Cherokee, Kansas. The mines 
consist of the new and old diggings. Much silicate of zinc is being- 
mined here, also lead, though at present in moderate quantities, 
owing to the little energy with which these mines are now operated. 
The old diggings hold some deep shafts, from which considerable 
mineral was taken during the war. One drift is said to contain a 
bar of silicate of zinc 18 feet long and from iy 2 to 2y 3 feet thick, 
indicating the existence of still larger deposits of this ore. 
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VARIOUS DIGGINGS. 



The Mosely Mines, Bowman Diggings, Chapman & Rigging's Dig- 
gings on Short Creek, McCoy's Diggings near Shoal Creek, and 
sundry other diggings on Turkey Creek, have been operated last year 
with much energy and at great expense. Prospects are good in some 
of them, but no paying developments have been made. The late 
crisis put a stop to prospecting, but as lead finds again a ready sale 
in the market, and proves, in fact, an article far less subject to such 
tremendous blows as struck the iron mines, the prospecting business 
will undoubtedly revive again in the spring and result in the devel- 
opment of more and, perhaps, still better mines than are now yielding 
such handsome returns all over the Territory, indicated by the map 
accompanying this pamphlet. 

Prospecting makes prospects, and good mines cannot be found 
without it ; and in this work no parties in the whole West surpass the 
Joplin miners and companies. They deserve the gratitude of all 
Missourians, and not the name of " speculators." One of the promi- 
nent St Louis dailies — a paper which paid much attention to the 
Joplin mines and miners — made, in its annual report, the statement 
that parties interested in Joplin lands exaggerated their returns of 
mineral. It was found, afterwards, that these remarks had been 
added to the report without the knowledge of the editor. True 
statistics, refuting the above assertion, were willingly published by 
the same journal. 

Enormous as the production of lead and zinc has been in this lead, 
region, the next two years will so largely increase it — the connection 
between Southwest Missouri minerals and Kansas coal, through the 
completion of the Memphis, Carthage and Northwestern Railroad, 
and the establishment of zinc works, will so greatly contribute to its 
general development — that, instead of mere talk of " speculations," 
the St. Louis journals will do their duty, and nothing but their duty, 
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by advising capitalists of Missouri to invest their money safely in 
Missouri mines. The enormous success of Hon. Henry T, Blow is 
certainly an example which needs no comment; and if Henry T. Blow 
is a speculator, St. Louis ought to be glad if she had more of them.
